President J. B. Angeli Ad- 
dresses a Large Aunience. 


Bofore the Business Men’s Class of 
nhe Congregational Church on In- 
ternationa Arbitration. 


President Angell delivered an address 
before the business inen’s class at the 


| Congregational church yesterday morn- 


ing upon the subject, “International 
Arbitration.” Several hundred people 
were present to show their appreciation 
of the subject as well as the speaker. 
President Angell said in part: 


“There can be no question as to the | 


desires of the followers of Christ upon 
this matter. All of His teachings tend 
toward arbitration. In all private dis- 
putes the courts settle them by means 
of arbitration, and there is no reason 
why nations should not do likewise. 
Among savages where two disagree the 
stronger wins. Among nations, where 
war is the alternative, the right does 
not always prevail. 

“Arbitration is not a new resort for 
the settlement of disputes among na- 
tions, especially between different states 
of confederations. The confederations | 
of Greece, Switzerland, the Netherlands 
and others had recourse to this method 
of settling difficulties between them. 
The Pope of Rome during the crusades 
was looked upon by all of the great 
powers as the spiritual leader, and the 
difficulties between the powers were set- 
tled by the Pope, demonstrating clearly 
that arbitration among nations was 
practical and that it was possible to set- 
tle such disputes peacably, and it is 
oft conceded that the decisions 
given by the Pope were generally just, 
There has been, in the past, consider- 
able talk regarding the formation of an 
“International Court.” During the 
crusades there ‘was such a court in the 
person of the Pope, and which gave sub- 
stantial satisfaction and an index: of 
what could ‘be done in that line. -Such

“It is said that in armed Europe every 
‘man carries a soldier om his back, the 
meaning of which is that owing to the 
necessity for keeping such large stand- 
ing armies the people are taxed so high 
that each person. is compelled to support 
a soldier.” 

Dr. Angell thinks that the Czar of 
Russia is sincere in his manifesto for 
disarmament of the civilized powers 
and the resort to arbitration. 
Hei: stated:....“*This is no new 
mode of adjusting national dif- 
ficulties. This nation has engaged in 
nearly one hundred cases of arbitration 
and such a method is desirable where- 
eyer possible, If it were understood 
that war would not be resorted to and 
that arbitration was-likely to result, 
much financial disaster and panic would 
be averted.” The doctor cited the case 
of Venezuela as an instance which 
might have led to terrible financial cen- 
sequences, if not war, had arbitration 
not been decided upon. 

“There are certain subjects which a 
nation cannot submit to arbitration. 
First, no nation can submit its inde- 
second, it cannot submit 
large encroachment of its territory. For 
instance, this country would not submit 
absorption of Michigan. Beyond such 
a class of subjects there are a large 
number of others which can and should 
be submitted, for example, disputes re- 
garding boundary lines - between 
neighboring nations, claims for dam- 
ages or ambiguous terms in treaties.” 

“Others object to arbitration, claim- 
ing the terms agreed upon could not be 
enforced. There never has been an im- 
portant arbitrament which has not been 
submitted to except in one case be- 
tween Great Britain and this country, 
and in which case both of the natiors 
agreed not to submit thereto. Nations 
abide by treaties though they could, 
likewise, not be enforced. They would 
submit to every case of arbitration u-n- 
less some serious wrong was perpe- 
trated. :

Statistics as to the comparatively 
few deaths from lightning may not 
avail to lessen the nervousness of 
those who view every “thunder head” 
with alarm, but they may avail to 
quote to children old enough to be ap- 
prehensive and who may have many 
summers ahead of them. Investiga- 
tions made a year or two ago showed 
that 298 classes of objects of which 
1,707 persons confessed fear, lightning 
was dreaded by the greatest number. 
Yet in the record of fatalities there is 
a very small record against lightning, 
as compared with other causes of ac- 
cidenta] death. Statistics prepared by 
the United States Weather Bureau 
show that for four years the average 
number of persons killed by lightning 
annually in the whole country was

The merry men of Iloilo and other 
cities in the Philippines should lay down 
their arms anc go to cultivating tobac- 
co. The representatives of the Dutch 

and English tobacco growers of Sumat- 
ra are testing the soil of Luzon with 
reference to growing the Sumatra to- 
bacco there. In Sumatra the ground 
will yield one crop every eight years. 
But is is believed the tobacco lands of 
Northern Luzon will yield, with proper 
care, a crop a year. 

The total number of deaths regis- 
tered in Michigan for the month of De- 

cember was 2,341, or 156 less than the 
number for the previous month. There 
were 359 deaths of infants under one 
year of age and 121 deaths of children 
aged from 1 to 4 years inclusive. Im- 
portant causes of death were as fol- 
lows: Consumption, 215; typhoid fever, 
31; diphtheria and croup, 50; scarlet fe- 
ver, 15; measles, 2; whooping cough, 18; 
pneumonia, 228; diarrheal diseases un- 
der 5 years, 32; cerebro-spinal meningi- 
tis, 29; influenza, 40. There was a 
marked decrease in the number of 
deaths from typhoid fever as compared 
with the preceding month, while a 
slight increase was shown in the num- 
ber of deaths from consumption, dip- 
theria and croup, scarlet fever and 
pneumonia. The number of deaths re- 
ported from influenza is also note- 
worthy, since very few cases have been 
recorded for prior months. The death 
rate was 11.9 per 1,000 of estimated pop- 
ulation.

Light as @ Factor in Sugar Production. 

Professor Weber of the Ohio State 
University has made a prolonged study 
of the effect of light as a factor in sugar 
production, and his numerous experi- . 
ments with referenee to the influence 
of light on the sugar contents of plants 
are ef peculiar scientific interest. He 
has found that plants with a long pè 
riod of vegetation are not so much af= 
fected by climatic changes, location, 
etc., as those of a short period of vege- 
tation. For the latter, therefore, the 
conditions named are te be specially 
cared for in order te secure the prod- 
uct. Higher latitudes are found to be 
better for sugar production than lower 
ones, other things being equal, and the 
proximity of large bodies of water is 
most favorable to sugar production. 
The topographical features of the iang 
are also of importance in locating su- 
gar factories in the most convenient 
place to that of production, in order ta. 
insure the greatest success.

The Time of Births and Deaths. 

According to the British Medical 
Journal, Raseri, who has analyzed ~»,- 
474 cases of death and 36,515 of births, 
where the exact time of day was noted, 
finds that the maximum number of 
deaths occur in the early afternoon 
(2 to 7 p. m.), and the minimum, in the 
last hours of midnight, whilst the max- 
imum number of births occur in the 
early hours of morning, and the mini- 
mum in the early hours of the after- 
noon. As regards the cause of this, he 
points out that the hours of the maxi- 
mum number of deaths are precisely 
those when the pulse rate and tempera- 
ture are at their highest in health, and 
when there is a febrile exacerbation in 
illness. —

THE WORLD’S RAILWAYS. 


United States Possesses One-Half the 


Mileage. 

The United States claims nearly a 
half of a whole of the world’s mileage 
of railway—namely, 180,000 miles, re- 
marks the London Mail. This is 
equal to seven and a quarter times the 
earth’s circumference at the equator. 
In proportion to population the United 
States has for each mile of railway in 
Russia twelve miles, in Germany or 
the United Kingdom five miles. in 
Austria six miles and in France four 
miles. Persia has but one mile of 
railway for every 13,235 square miles, 
an area nearly equal to that of Hol- 
land, or for every 294,000 of its people. 
China, with its seventy-three miles of 
railway, is in some respects in worse 
plight. For each mile of railway it 
has a population equal to that of York- 
shire and an area nearly as large as 
Belgium. Japan is one of the most 
enterprising countries. Although it 
has, roughly, only one mile for every 
ten in the United Kingdom, it carries 
no fewer than 70,000,000 passengers a 
year. 
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EMPEROR REBUKES A WOMAN. 


Teaches a Lesson to a Giri Who Made 
Faces at Him. 

From the Detroit Free Press: A 
curious relic of bygone days may be 
seen on a house in Berlin. Two black- 
smiths lived opposite each other in that 
city whose trade rivalry became the 
talk of the neighborhood. One day the 
emperor, William I., who was fond of 
going about the city disguised as a 
farmer, in order to ‘‘feel the pulse of 
the people,” rode up to the door of one 
of the blacksmiths to have his horse’s 
shoe fastened. A daughter of the rival 
blacksmith, to show her contempt for 
this customer, put out her tongue and 
distorted her face with a horrible grin. 
The emperor called together the wood- 
earvers of the city and offered a prize 
for the most hideous face of a woman 
they could devise, and when he had 
selected the most ugly specimen pro- 
duced—one with a tongue lolling out of 
its wooden mouth-—he rode over with 
it to the blacksmith’s shop. There, to 
the consternation of the young woman, 
he ordered that fury’s head nailed’over 
the door as a warning against petty 
spite. 


The Mirrors of Antiquity. 

Monsieur Berthelot has lately inter- 
ested the French Academy of Sciences 
in his researches concerning the glass 
mirrors which were used in ancient 
times in Thrace and Egypt. They were 
backed with a highly polished metal, 
the nature of which has been in ques- 
tion. Monsieur Berthelot has discov- 
ered that the metal was almost pure 
lead, and he believes that the method 
of manufacture was to pour the molten 
lead on the concave surface of disks 
cut from balleons of blown glass. tn 
consequence of their shape, the mir- 
rors minimized the images of objects 
looked at in them. 


Russia’s Great Street Fair. 

The greatest of all street fairs is 
that at Nijni Novgorod, in Russia, 
which is attended by traders and 
merchants from every part of the 
world, for it commands the markets 
of Siberia and Central Asia, and every 
manufacturing and trading country is 
anxious to obtain entrance to the_prof- 
itable region. The attendance is said 
often to exceed 500,000, and every 
street of the city is converted into a 
fair ground. There are booths every- 
where, wherein may be bought any- 
thing from a Himalayan dagger or 
prayer cylinder to an American steam 
engine. 


Cost of the Kaiser’s Tour. 

While the arrival of the imperial 
party at. Venice was awaited, immense 
supplies of eatables, and particularly of 
fruit, were bought at Venice for the 
Hohenzollern and the German warships 
of the escort. These provisions were 
bought by a caterer who was sent espe- 


cially from Germany to Venice for the 


purpose. The representative of an Ital- 
ian newspaper has learned from the 
caterer that the cost of the journey as 
far as Constantinople will be at least 
1,000,000 marks, or €50,000. On board 
the Hohenzollern every yard of room 
has been utilized for the imperial suite 
and for the emperor’s guests, the 
younger officers of the imperial yacht 
having been required to give up their 
cabins.—London Post.

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MAY HAVE TO GO TO HAYTI. 


Uncie Sam Likely to Interfere to Stop 
Vicious Practices. 

A mulattress with a plump baby in 
her arms reached Philadelphia on a 
sailing vessel from Hayti the other day 
and declared her eager desire to be- 
come a resident of the United States. 
It was necessary for her to get a bond 
as guarantee that she would not be- 
come a public charge, and while the 
incidental formalities were in progress 
somebody asked her why she had come 
from a tropical island and her own peo- 
ple to live among strangers, where the 
making of a living is a task by no 
means easy. The woman answered 
with an earnestness that said much for 
her sincerity and something for her ac- 
curacy, that she left Hayti because the 
season for certain cannibalistic rites in 
the district where she lived were com- 
ing on, and that her child would have 
been killed and eaten if she had not 
left the country. This horrible charge 
has been made against the Haytians 
many times and as often denied by 
them, but the denials have not car- 
ried the weight of the accusations, and 
the best authorities regard it at least 
as highly probable that in parts of the 
black republic heathenish customs of 
the most frightful sort have heen prac- 
ticed ever since the expulsion of the 
French. The Haytians are now very 
close neighbors of our own, and it re- 
mains to be seen what the consequences 
of this proximity will be. The old iso- 
lation is sure to be broken down, busi- 
ness and other relations with Ameri- 
cans are inevitable, and existing condi- 
tions in Hayti may well become as un- 
endurable to us as were those of Cuba 
under Spanish rule. Even if cannibal- 
ism is a mere sporadic crime in Hayti, 
there are other things there practically 
worse and morally almost as bad about 
which there is no doubt whatever. The 
government is corrupt and sanguinary, 
and the treatment of white foreigners 
is often atrocious. The Haytians have 
had many years in which to develop 
the power of self-government, but they 
remain far below the standard of civ- 
ilization, and harsh critics declare that 
they are sinking rather than rising. 
Moreover, this island is potentially of 
great value. There is a basis for pro- 
phecy in that fact—New York Times. 


Speed of an Earthquake, 

The course which an earthquake 
runs is usually very rapid. From the 
instant when the first shock was felt 
at Lisbon to the period when all was 
over, and many thousands of people 
killed, not more than two minutes had 
elapsed. Usually from ten to thirty 
seconds elapse between the first and 
last shocks of severe earthquake. But 
this lightning speed is not always the 
earthquake’s mode of traveling. While 
Caracas, in Venezuela, was almost to- 
tally destraye and 12,000 people were 
killed in less than twenty seconds by

Col. Macdonald the Real Hero of the 


. Battle. 
By far the finest feature of that 
morning of battles was the action 


fought by Col. Macdonald with his bri- 
gade, says the war correspondent of 
the London Telegraph. The Dervish 
forces that sought to crush him num- 
bered fully 20,000 men. To oppose them 
he had four battalions, or in all less 
than 3,000 Soudanese and Egyptian so!- 
diers: “~ +e * But the chief of all 
was Macdonald, going hither and 
thither and issuing his orders as if on 
parade, with a sharp snap to each 
command. Steady as a gladiator, with 
what to some of us looked like inevi- 
table disaster staring him in the face, 
Col. Macdonald fought his brigade for 
all it was worth. He quickly moved 
upon the best available ground, formed 
up, wheeled about and stood to die 
or win. He won, practically unaided, 
for the pinch was all but over when 
the camel corps, hurrying up, formed 
upon his right as he faced about to 
receive Sheikh Ed Din’s onslaught. The 
Lincolns, who arrived there later on, 
helped to hasten the flight of the en- 
emy, whose repulse was effected ere 
they or any of Wauchope’s brigade 
were within twelve hundred yards of 
Macdonald. Lewis’ brigade was not 
even able to assist as much, and such 
outside help as came in time to be of 
use was from the guns of Maj. Wil- 
liams’ and another battery, and Max-

John Muir in the Atlantic. On the ap- 
proach of danger, the mother, with a 
peculiar cry, warns the helpless mid- 
gets to scatter and hide beneath leaves 
and twigs, and even in plain open 
places it is almost impossible to dis- 
cover them. In the meantime the 
mother feigns desperate lameness, 
throws herself at your feet, kicks and 
gasps and flutters, to draw your atien- 
tion from the chicks. They are most- 
ly able to fly about the middle of July; 
but even after they can fly well they 
are usually advised to run and hide 
and lie still, however closely approach- 
ed, while the mother goes on with her 
loving, lying acting, apparently as des- 
perately concerned for their safety as 
when they were featherless infants. 
Sometimes, however, after carefully 
Studying the circumstances, she tells 
them to take wing; and up and away 
in a blurry birr and whir they scatter 
to all points of the compass, as if 
blown up with gunpowder, dropping 
cunningly out of sight 300 or 400 
yards off, and keeping quiet until call- 
ed, when the danger is supposed to be 
past. If you walk on a little way 
without manifesting any inclination to 
hunt them, you may sit down at the 
foot of a tree near enough to see and 
hear the happy reunion. One touch of 
nature makes the whole world kin; 
and it is truly wonderful how love- 
telling the small voices of these birds 
are, and how far they reach through 
the woods into one another’s hearts 
and into ours. The tones are so hu- 
man and so full of anxious affection, 
few mountaineers can fail to be touch- 
ed by them. 


CHINA’S CORRUPT OFFICIALS. 


Sampie of the Robbery Practiced at the 
Gates of Pekin. 

A curious instance and by no means 
a flattering one of Chinese methods of 
government has just been supplied by 
the arrival of Sheng Taotai from 
Shanghai. This gentleman holds sev- 
eral important posts, and among others 
has the appointment of director ol 
railways. He is also the adminis- 
trator of the Chinese telegraphs, and 
has an excellent reputation among for- 
eigners for his tolerance and open- 
mindedness. Recently he was called 
here by command of the emperor to 
confer about several reforms which his 
majesty is so eager to adopt. The 
chief officials of Pekin hailed his ad- 
vent with delight, as it at last gave 
them the opportunity of a “‘squeeze,” 
which had been quite impossible while 
Sheng was so far distant at Shang- 
hai. The modus operandi is quite a 
usual and an everyday one and de- 
serves notice. The gates of Pekin are 
farmed out to high officials, chiefly 
princes of royal blood. All merchan- 
dise is examined and is passed on pay- 
ment of a small tax. But when an 
official like Sheng comes in, from 
whom they are desirous of exacting a 
good round sum, the procedure is al- 
tered. In this particular case Sheng 
was given to understand that contra- 
band articles would be found in his 
luggage unless he satisfied the farm- 
ers: of the gate. I believe I am cor- 
rect in saying that Sheng did not even 
attempt to dispute or haggle, but re- 
signedly asked what amount was re- 
quired. The answer was 30,000 taels. 
This was paid, or promised, and Sheng 
proceeded on his journey, probably 
glad at having got off so cheaply. But 
against all precedent and custom he. 
was stopped at the inner gate and 
did not get off under 20,000 taels. So 
altogether this unfortunate official, 
called to the capital by the emperor’s~ 
order, had to pay over 6,350 pounds be- 
fore he was allowed to go to his 
duties. 


The World’s Telephones. 

L’Illustration,, remarking on the 
number of telephones in service in the 
United States, deplores the lack of 
readiness to employ these instruments 
in Europe. In Berlin, where there are 
30,000 in use, the average number of 
calls is not more than seven a day— 
two in the morning and three or four 
in the afternoon. Among the European 
countries, Germany and England hold 
the lead, with 140,000 and 116,000 in- 
struments, respectively. In France 
there are scarcely more than 35,000; 
while there are 62,000 in Sweden, 35,000 
in Scotland and 30,000 in Switzerland. 
There are 700,000 in use in the United 
States.

The Mirrors of Antiquity. 

Monsieur Berthelot has lately inter- 
ested the French Academy of Sciences 
in his researches concerning the glass 
mirrors which were used in ancient 
times in Thrace and Egypt. They were 
backed with a highly polished metal, 
the nature of which has been in ques- 
tion. Monsieur Berthelot has discov- 
ered that the metal was almost pure 
lead, and he believes that the method 
of manufacture was to pour the molten 
lead on the concave surface of disks 
cut from balleons of blown glass. in 
consequence of their shape, the mir- 
rors minimized the images of objects 
looked at in them.

The attendance is said 
often to exceed 500,000, and every 
street of the city is converted into a 
fair ground. There are booths every- 
where, wherein may be bought any- 
thing from a Himalayan dagger or 
prayer cylinder to an American steam 
engine. 


Cost of the Kaiser’s Tour. 

While the arrival of the imperial 
party at. Venice was awaited, immense 
supplies of eatables, and particularly of 
fruit, were bought at Venice for the 
Hohenzollern and the German warships 
of the escort.

MAY HAVE TO GO TO HAYTI. 
Uncie Sam Likely to Interfere to Stop 


Vicious Practices. 

A mulattress with a plump baby in 
her arms reached Philadelphia on a 
sailing vessel from Hayti the other day 
and declared her eager desire to be- 
come a resident of the United States. 
It was necessary for her to get a bond 
as guarantee that she would not be- 
come a public charge, and while the 
incidental formalities were in progress 
somebody asked her why she had come 
from a tropical island and her own peo- 
ple to live among strangers, where the 
making of a living is a task by no 
means easy. The woman answered 
with an earnestness that said much for 
her sincerity and something for her ac- 
curacy, that she left Hayti because the 
season for certain cannibalistic rites in 
the district where she lived were com- 
ing on, and that her child would have 
been killed and eaten if she had not 
left the country. This horrible charge 
has been made against the Haytians 
many times and as often denied by 
them, but the denials have not car- 
ried the weight of the accusations, and 
the best authorities regard it at least 
as highly probable that in parts of the 
black republic heathenish customs of 
the most frightful sort have heen prac- 
ticed ever since the expulsion of the 
French. The Haytians are now very 
close neighbors of our own, and it re- 
mains to be seen what the consequences 
of this proximity will be. The old iso- 
lation is sure to be broken down, busi- 
ness and other relations with Ameri- 
cans are inevitable, and existing condi- 
tions in Hayti may well become as un- 
endurable to us as were those of Cuba 
under Spanish rule. Even if cannibal- 
ism is a mere sporadic crime in Hayti, 
there are other things there practically 
worse and morally almost as bad about 
which there is no doubt whatever. The 
government is corrupt and sanguinary, 
and the treatment of white foreigners 
is often atrocious. The Haytians have 
had many years in which to develop 
the power of self-government, but they 
remain far below the standard of civ- 
jilization, and harsh critics declare that 
they are sinking rather than rising. 
Moreover, this island is potentially of 
great value. There is a basis for pro- 
phecy in that fact—New York Times. 


Speed of an Earthquake. 

The course which an earthquake 
runs is usually very rapid. From the 
instant when the first shock was felt 
at Lisbon to the period when all was 
over, and many thousands of people 
killed, not more than two minutes had 
elapsed. Usually from ten to thirty 
seconds elapse between the first and 
last shocks of severe earthquake. But 
this lightning speed is not always the 
earthquake’s mode of traveling. While 
Caracas, in Venezuela, was almost to- 
tally destraye and 12,000 people were 
killed in less than twenty seconds by 
the great shock there many years back, 
there are cases in which constantly re- 
curring shocks have lasted two weeks. 
No matter how brief the span, the most 
frightful havoc can be wrought and 
the wave of destruction propagated 
from the most distant regions. The 
rumbling earth sound travels at the 
rate of about 10,000 to 11,000 feet per 
second, and the earth wave, on an 
average, about 1,200 feet in the same 
space of time.

CHINA’S CORRUPT OFFICIALS. 


Sampie of the Robbery Practiced at the 
Gates of Pekin. 

A curious instance and by no means 
a flattering one of Chinese methods of 
government has just been supplied by 
the arrival of Sheng Taotai from 
Shanghai. This gentleman holds sev- 
eral important posts, and among others 
has the appointment of director ol 
railways. He is also the adminis- 
trator of the Chinese telegraphs, and 
has an excellent reputation among for- 
eigners for his tolerance and open- 
mindedness. Recently he was called 
here by command of the emperor to 
confer about several reforms which his 
majesty is so eager to adopt. The 
chief officials of Pekin hailed his ad- 
vent with delight, as it at last gave 
them the opportunity of a ‘‘squeeze,” 
which had been quite impossible while 
Sheng was so far distant at Shang- 
hai. The modus operandi is quite a 
usual and an everyday one and de- 
serves notice. The gates of Pekin are 
farmed out to high officials, chiefly 
princes of royal blood. All merchan- 
dise is examined and is passed on pay- 
ment of a small tax. But when an 
official like Sheng comes in, from 
whom they are desirous of exacting a 
good round sum, the procedure is al- 
tered. In this particular case Sheng 
was given to understand that contra- 
band articles would be found in his 
luggage unless he satisfied the farm- 
ers of the gate. I believe I am cor- 
rect in saying that Sheng did not even 
attempt to dispute or haggle, but re- 
signedly asked what amount was re- 
quired. The answer was 30,000 taels. 
This was paid, or promised, and Sheng 
proceeded on his journey, probably 
glad at having got off so cheaply. But 
against all precedent and custom he 
was stopped at the inner gate and 
did not get off under 20,000 taels. So 
altogether this unfortunate official, 
called to the capital by the emperor’s 
order, had to pay over 6,350 pounds be- 
fore he was allowed to go to his 
duties. 


SOLDIER BOYS LOSE FILLINGS. 


Teeth Are Strangely Affected by the 
Climate in Cuba and Porto Rico. 
The soldiers who went down into the 

fever-infected island of Cuba discov- 
ered many strange things about the 
Climate and its effect upon them. The 
terrific downpours of rain, like noth- 
ing to which they were accustomed, 
followed so shortly by blistering heat 
for a few hours, were a decided nov- 
elty, especially to the Chicago soldiers, 
accustomed though they are to the 
variable weather of this city. But per- 
haps the oddest manifestation of the 
climate was in the fact that nearly all 
the men who had gold fillings in their 
teeth discovered before they, left Cuba 
or soon after their return home that 
the fillings had either loosened or 
dropped out altogether. Whether the 
gold shrunk or the teeth expanded un- 
der the influence of the peculiar celi- 
matic conditions is something that re- 
turned warriors have not determined, 
but certain they are that some strange 
thing happened which made the fill- 
ings loosen and drop out, and the den-. 
tists who performed the original oper- 
ations have been busy ever since try- 
ing to explain the whys. A correspond- 
ent returned from Porto Rico, who 
spent several months on a dispatch 
boat cruising between Cuba and Ja- 
maica and the other islands of those 
seas, reports another odd circumstance. 
The bunch of keys he carried in his 
pocket from the time he left Chicago 
Was not only badly corroded, but an 
aluminum tag attached to the key ring 
Was as badly rusted and corroded as 
if it were tin. And these keys and 
the tag never fell into the water or 
were exposed to the dews by an acci- 
dent. They corroded while presum- 
ably safe in their owner’s pocket.

THE SIERRA GROUSE. 


Maternal Watchfulness for Its 
Brood. 

I have seen young broods of grouse 
running heneath the firs in June at a 
height of 8,000 feet above the sea, says 
John Muir in the Atlantic. On the ap- 
proach of danger, the mother, with a 
peculiar cry, warns the helpless mid- 
gets to scatter and hide beneath leaves 
and twigs, and even in plain open 
places it is almost impossible to dis- 
cover them. In the meantime the 
mother feigns desperate lameness, 
throws herself at your feet, kicks and 
gasps and flutters, to draw your atten- 
tion from the chicks. They are most- 
ly able to fly about the middle of July; 
but even after they can fiy well they 
are usually advised to run and hide 
and lie still, however closely approach- 
ed, while the mother goes on with her 
loving, lying acting, apparently as des- 
perately concerned for their safety as 
when they were featherless infants. 
Sometimes, however, after carefully 
Studying the circumstances, she tells 
them to take wing; and up and away 
in a blurry birr and whir they scatter 
to all points of the compass, as if 
blown up with gunpowder, dropping 
cunningly out of sight 300 or 400 
yards off, and keeping quiet until call- 
ed, when the danger is supposed to be 
past. If you walk on a little way 
without manifesting any inclination to 
hunt them, you may sit down at the 
foot of a tree near enough to see and 
hear the happy reunion. One touch of 
nature makes the whole world kin: 
and it is truly wonderful how love- 
telling the small voices of these birds 
are, and how far they reach through 
the woods into one another’s hearts 
and into ours. The tones are so hu- 
man and so full of anxious affection, 
few mountaineers can fail to be touch- 
ed by them.

The World’s Telephones. 
L'Illustration,- remarking on the 
number of telephones in service in the 
United States, deplores the lack of 
readiness to employ these instruments 
in Europe. In Berlin, where there are 
30,000 in use, the average number of 
calls is not more than seven a day— 
two in the morning and three or four 
in the afternoon. Among the European 
countries, Germany and England hold 
the lead, with 140,000 and 116,000 in- 
struments, respectively. In France 
there are scarcely more than 35,000; 
while there are 62,000 in Sweden, 35,000 
in Scotland and 30,000 in Switzerland. 
There are 700,000 in use in the United 
States. 


Weights Carried by Soldiers. 

The Russian soldier is more heavily 
burdened than any other. A foot sol- 
dier in the army of the czar carries 
over sixty-eight pounds. The weights 
borne by the foot soldiers of the other 
principal European nations are as fol- 
lows: French, 62 pounds; British, 62; 
German, 61; Swiss, 59; Italian, 68; 
Austrian, 47.
